Personally he knows 
nothing of Spiritism; for, ob edient to 
the Divine command, he avoids every­ 
thing occult. His knowledge of Spirit­ 
ism come« mainly from the Hib le. b ut 
Is well support» *! b y the testimony of 
many rescued from Spiritism. 
The Bib le styles the fullen angels 
demons, trnnslate» l devils In our Com­ 
mon Version. 
Tb eee demons, not our 
forefathers, have perverted the True 
Gospel. St. Paul refers to their insid­ 
ious teachings as "doctrines of demons '' 
These demons have b lasphemed God 
b y teaching that He prepared for 
the everlasting torture of nearly all hu­ 
manity—except the Elect—at the hands 
of fire-proof demons.

MADERO LOSING

Was Riding Ahead of Eddie Hasha 
When the Latter Was Killed at 
Newark, New Jersey 


Ray Seymour, the motorcycle speed 
king who set the w orld’s figures for 
the mile distance a t 36 4-5 seconds, 
w as in 
Brainerd 
today conferring 
w ith local agents and riders. 
Mr. 
Seymour travels in the interests of 
the “ In d ian ” motorcycle company. 
Of his recent perform ances in t ne 
motorcycle world the "M otorcycle Il­ 
lu strated ” edition of Ja n u ary 9 says 
in referring to the records made a t 
the Los Angeles Stadium by Hasha 
and Ward: 
“ Then came the all star 
speed show of the year, at Los Ange­ 
les, May 17, when Ray Seymour, a 
local boy with a national reputation, 
opened his gasoline artillery, and for 
21 miles kept the scorers busy w rit­ 
ing new records. 
This was the b irth ­ 
day of the present mile record, 36 
and 
4-5 seconds, a 97.8 2 mile an 
hour gait and the fastest official tim e 
ever made by motorcycle. 
Before 
Seymour’s engine had cooled, Lon 
Claflin, of Salt Lake City, secured 
permission to go against th e am ateur 
records with it and established new 
times from I to 17 miles. 
A week 
later, on the tw enty-fourth, Seymour 
w ent out and made 
a few 
more 
changes in toe speed table, the dis­ 
tances from 22 to 30 miles being 
revised dow nw ard.” 
The track a t Los Angeles is a mile 
circular board track, 50 feet wide, 
banked a t 35 degrees. 
The riders 
follow a w hite line four inches wide 
at the bottom of the track. 
“ When I rode my record mile,” said 
Seymour, "I looked ahead some dis­ 
tance from my wheel. 
If you kept 
your eyes on the ground near the 
wheel you would become dizzy in a 
moment. 
There are tim es when I 
have wavered, 
but I have 
always 
pulled myself together in time. Yes, 
there is such a th in g as being hypno­ 
tized by the track, by th e monotony 
of things. 
My mile record was made 
in the day time. 
N ight riding is 
much more difficult. 
One sees a nev­ 
e r ending row of big arc lights flash­ 
ing by and it wears on a fellow’s 
nerves. 
“ I rode 50 feet in fro n t of Eddie 
H asha at Newark, New Jersey, w hen 
H ash a’s heart gave out and he fain t­ 
ed. 
His m achine 
tore 
into 
the 
grandstand, killing H asha and six 
spectators ana Johnny A lb rig h t, a n ­ 
o ther rider.” 
In speaking of trade conditions, 
Mr. Seymour said: 
"T he motorcycle 
situation is im proving in Minnesota. 
Of course there are more sales made 
and there are more riders 
in 
th e 
southern p art of the state, but toe 
sport will grow throughout the entire 
state and we look for big sales in all 
parts. 
The development 
of 
roads 
will do much to encourage motorcyc­ 
ling. 
It is a clean, healthful sport.” 
Mr. Seymour left on the afternoon 
train for St. Paul and Minneapolis, 
cities where num erous agencies of the 
" In d ia n ” are and have been establish­ 
ed for some time.

S. McClenahan, 
an order to show cause was entered, 
ordering the independent school dis­ 
trict No. 51 of Crow M ing county, 
em bracing Ironton and ttrosby, to 
show cause before Judge McClenahan 
on Feb. 24 a t IO A. M. why the dis­ 
trict should not be restrained from 
issuing $70,000 bonds and purchas­ 
ing block 2 of Lake Park addition to 
Crosby and erecting a school house 
thereon. 
In ids affidavit John H, Hill states 
th a t beth Crosby and Ironton owe 
their rapid development in great p art 
to the development of the iron m in­ 
ing industry in the surrounding te r­ 
ritory; th a t the towns are com peting 
and rival com m unities; th a t the pop­ 
ulation of Crosby is in the neighbor­ 
hood of 2000 and the population of 
Ironton is in the neighborhood of 800 
and the population of both will rap­ 
idly increase by th e development of 
the mines in the adjoining territory. 
Tho total assessed valuation of the 
real and personal property em braced 
in school district No. 51, is $692,030, 
of which $480,266 is w ithin the lim­ 
its of Crosby and $157,268 is w ith­ 
in the lim its of Ironton. 
The bonded indebtedness of the dis­ 
trict, says Mr. Hill, Is $16,000 and in 
addition there is about $8,000 in 
floating indebtedness. 
On F ebruary l l , at a special m eet­ 
ing held in the district, a bond issue 
of $70,000 was voted for the purpose 
of purchasing from George ll. Crosby 
a portion or all of block 2 in Laike 
Park addition to Crosby and lots 16, 
17, 18 and 19 in block 2 of Pine 
Grove, Crosby Beach, and to erect on 
said block 2 in Laike P ark addition 
to Crosby a large 12 room school 
building and to erect a small one on 
the property in Pine Grove Crosby 
Beach and to expend all of said money 
for said purpose, together with equip 
ping the said school buildings. 
T hat the board of education of the 
district are about to purchase th e 
said lot 2 in Laike Park addition to 
Crosby for the sum of $7,000 and are 
about to and th reaten to issue the 
bonds of the district in th e sum of 
$70,000 of the state of M innes b a and 
to proceed to expend th e money for 
the said purpose. 
T h at the school district has never 
authorized its hoard of education to 
purchase th e said property and the 
purchase of a portion of the property 
at th e said price, which is hereby de­ 
clared to he exorbitant, and their 
erection of the said 12 room school 
house on such property would be u n ­ 
lawful and detrim ental to the best 
interest of the residents of th e dis­ 
trict and would not serve the cause 
of education in th e com munity, hut 
would be detrim ental to the cause in 
this, th a t the location is n**ar the 
eastern border of th e 
district 
aud 
would be non-accessahle to the great 
m ajority of the children w ithin the 
territory and would work a great, 
haidship upon th e residents of the 
village of Ironton and the west por­ 
tion of the district by reason of dis­ 
tances and inconvenience of access. 
T h at the present school building 
in the village of Ironton is inadequate 
and will he utterly too small to take 
care of the children of school ase of 
Ironton and the west portion of the 
district, w'hich fact would make it 
ntfcolately necessary to provide fu r­ 
ther school buildings in Ironton so 
th a t its children can 
be properly 
housed for school purposes; th a t the 
said $70,000 in bonds, 
lf 
issued, 
would make the Indebtedness of the 
dis*rlct so grea t as to make it im ­ 
possible to float fu rth e r bond issues 
for the erection of school building'! in 
Ironton. 
Mr. Hill fu rth e r makes affidavit 
th a t the citizens residing and th e free 
nolders qualified to vote for school 
officer residing in sections 3, 9, IO, 
l l . 15, the south half of section I 
and the west half of the southw est 
quarter of section l l , towm-nip 46, 
range 29 are petitioning the board of 
county commissioners for the m ak­ 
ing and setting aside of such te rri­ 
tory as a new independent school 
district in tn is county and th a t such 
petition will undoubtedly be granted 
by the board. 
T h at it is for the best interests of all 
concerned th a t the issuance of the 
$70,000 in bonds and the purchase of 
the schol site, and the erection of the 
12 room building thereon he stayed 
until a fte r the form ation of th e new 
and independent school district.
